On Saturday, Judge Davis granted 
the motion for a stay of proceedings in 
the Stokes case. 

At Geddes, Thursday afternoon, while 
some workmen were hoisting a boiler in¬ 
to position, at the rolling mill, the extra 
weight brought to bear on one of the 
heavy trusses to the roof, caused the 
brick pier supporting it to give way, and 
the truss fell into the mill, injuring Jacob 
Thompson, John Mathew and George W 
Fernokl, severely, and several others 
slightly. 

In the Constitutional Commission, on 
Thursday, a provision was reported that 
every town shall have one representative 
in the Board of Supervisors for every
